FACES UNIQUE SITUATION 


IN SEN. REED'S HOME STATE 


Both Missouri Senators Op- 


pose 
Ratification

Paris Pact. 


St. Louis, Sept. 5.-—President Wilson 


reached today the real beginning of his 
western speaking tour in the interest 
of the peace treaty, the start of his 
long swing around the circle of states 
west of the Mississippi. 


Having sounded the keynote of his 


appeal in addresses yesterday at Co- 
lumbus and Indianapolis, Mr. Wilson 
planned to take a brief respite- from 
speech-making toclav Before plunging 
into the arduous program that will car- 
ry him into virtually every western 
state. Arriving in St. Louis early this 
morning he arranged to sleep late on 
his special train and then to keep most 
of the day free. 
Early in the afternoon, however, he 
was to attend a luncheon at a down- 
town' hotel where it was expected he 
would make a brief talk on the treaty 
and in the evening he was to speak at 
the Coliseum, where in 1916 he was re- 
nominated for the presidency. A part of 
the day's program was a forenoon au- 
tomobile ride through 
the principal 
streets of the city from his train to the 
hotel. 
In Missouri, the President found a 
situation as regards ratificaton of the 
peace treaty without an exact parallel 
in other states. In the treaty ratifica- 
tion making body at Washington the 
state is represented by Senator Reed, 
the only Democratic senator who has 
taken a definite stand for the treaty's 
rejection, and Senator Spencer, one of 
the Republican senators who have de- 
clared themselves generally friendly to 
it and have agreed on a set of reserva- 
tions as a basis for its acceptance. 
In St. Louis, Senator Reed recently 


made an address .bitterly assailing- the 
treaty, and within the next few weeks 
Senator Johnson of California, a Re- 
publican member of the foreign rela- 
tions committee and others, are ex- 
pected to address opposition meetings 
here. 
In addition to his address here 
tonight the President is to make one 
address in 
Kansas 
City tomorrow 
morning. 
Members of the President s 
party do not expect him however, to 
make any direct reference to the po- 
litical features of tlie situation 
in 


Missouri.

Only Labor Situation Is Re-

Washington, Sept. 5.—Reaction1 from 


the high price level established during 
the war has set in, says the federal re- < 
serve'' board's review of business condi- 
tions in August. Not only are some 
foodstuffs declining in cost to the con- 
sumer, but the price of wearing- apparel, 
such as textiles and shoes, also has. been 
affected, the review says.. Business con- 
tinues at an "extremely high level," and 
confidence of a satisfactory solution of 
the wage and price problems was report- 
ed from all sections of the country. 
"During August, factors which had 
not hitherto arrested much attention-ex- 
ercised great influence on the business 
situation," the board's statement said. 
"Reference is made, of course to the 
problems of commodity prices, in partic- 
ular those going to make up the, cost'of 
living-, and to the consequent condition 
of labor unrest. Whereas considerable 
emphasis has been placed upon the 
great activity displayed by business the 
problem of price-readjustment "and the 
difficulties connected with it now bulk, 
largest. 
"Reports from the federal reserve 
agents generally indicate a feeling of 
confidence that a satisfactory solution 
of the price and wage problem will -be 
reached. The actual volume of business 
transacted continues at an extremely 
high level for the present season of .the 
year, although transportation 
difficul- 
ties and shortage of labor has been 
hampering factors in some lines. The 
agricultural outlook on the whole is'dis- 
tinctly less favorable than a mtinth 
ago, although the large acreage sown 
in certain cases will compensate for de- 
creased yield per acre. . 
. Reflecting, the .feeling of uncertainty;-., 
which prevails, the Volume"'of: 'specula- 
tion is less declines in the prices of Se- 
curities have occurred. 
The general 
business situation, however, -is'"strong-." 
Discussing labor conditions, the board 
recorded that reports from the "majority 
of .districts designate the Situation as-. 
"unsettled." 
In certain districts" a 'decreasing' ef- 


fiiciency of labor, is remarked, which"is 
ascribed to relaxation from war time 
pressure Cor maximum'production 
At 


the same time additional demands made 
by the workers have been granted in 
large part due to the general Knowledge 
of labor which exists, in many sections.

treaty in explanatory way during the 
trip and to retrain from engaging in a 
debate about the issues raised'in "public 
discussion of the treaty heretofore. He 
is not expected by his advisors to an- 
swer specifically any of the speeches 
against it but takes the position that 
his strongest argument is an explana- 
tion to the people of what the treaty 
contains. 


To the League of Nations, the labor 


section, the provision for self-determi- 
nation for various territories in Europe 
and the reparat-'.n system established 
by the treaty, he attaches particular 
importance. 


He characterized the league yester-

At Indianapolis the President called 


on the opponents of the covenant to 
produce a plan to secure the peace of 
the world, if not willing to accept the 
League of Nations. "If it is not to be 
this arrangement." he said, "what ar- 
rangement do you suggest to secure 
the peace of the world? It is a case of 
put tip or shut up. If the gentlemen 
who don't like what was done in Paris 
think they can do something better. I 
beg that they will hold their convention 
soon, and do it now." 


Besides his two principal addresses. 
Mr. Wilson talked briefly to the crowds 
that gathered around his car. during 
short stops at several small cities in 
Ohio and Indiana. 
Mrs. "Wilson, who 


sat on the platform at the two sched- 
uled meetings, also stood 
beside the 


President 
when he appeared at the 


shorter stops. In 
three 
places, 
the 


crowds asked for her and the President 
smilingly presented her with the remark

The 
President 
headed a 
parade 


through - the central thoroughfares of 
the city at 9:30 o'clock this morning and 
was given an ovation. When he ap- 
peared on the rear platform of the train

Police, secret service men and the mili- 
tary found it difficult to control the 
crowd. The executive smiled his appre- 
ciation. 


Thousands of persons lined the dec- 


A 
captive military dirigible was suspended 
10.000 feet in the air in the central sec- 
tion of this city. 


After the column of automobiles cir- 


cled the business section President and 
Mrs. Wilson repaired to a hotel. A com- 
mittee of women entertained Mrs. Wil- 
son.The President's talk at the luncheon 
tendered him by the St. Louis chamber 
of commerce will be heard almost exclu- 
sively by the members of the chamber, 
as the distribution of tickets was strict- 
ly confined to them.

Indianapolis, Sept. -5.—President Wil- 


son, addressing a huge audience at the 
state fair grounds last night called upon 
the opponents of the proposed League 
of Nations and of the peace treaty to 


put up or shut up." 
In the plainest language he could use, 


lie indicated that, in his belef, the time 
had come for a "show down." 


He asked that those who were op- 


posed to ratification of the peace treaty 
should call a convention and determine 
what kind of a peace they desired if 
they were prepared to defeat the treaty. 


If he were obliged to re-enter into 


negotiations with Germany, he said, he 
would desire to nave specific instruc- 
tions as to what would be expected of 
him.The President said, however, that he 
had no doubt of the action of the sen- 
ate. 
He was convinced, he said, that 


the treaty and the covenant of the 
league would be ratified. With a smile 
lie added that under the circumstances 
lie was making the present tour merely 
to report to the public the result of the 
conference at Paris, and to talk over 
the treaty and the league covenant with 
them. 


His speech was in a degree a reitera- 


tion of what he said Thursday morning 
at Columbus, where he made the first 
address ot" his long swing to the west 
and return in behalf of the treaty. 


Mr. Wilson 
spoke in a reminiscent 


moorl, going into the causes leading tc 
the war with Germany and Austria. He 
wont back to the assassination of the

and insisted that the demands made on 
Serbia for rop/iration were framed to 
bring war. 
lie declared in explaining 


this reference that it' there had been 
a League of Nations in 1914, and Ger- 
many and Austria had been forced to 
enter into a conference as to the merits 
of the issues, the world war never would 
have been declared. 


He defended the treaty and the league 
covenant earnestly.

Article 10 ot the covenant, which, he 
argued, 
did not 
deprive the 
United 
States of any of its sovereign right. On 
the contrary, ho maintained, it goes to 
the very heart of t'ic league and was 
calculated to preserve the territorial in- 
tegrity of the various nations and to 
preserve peace in the world. 


Throughout his address the President

dress, which was couched in bimple 
language. 


His main point, if one could be de- 


tached, was that the opposition to the 
treaty and to the .League of Nations 
flowed from ignorance oC their terms 
and a misunderstanding of the altruis- 
tic purposes ot the members of the con 
gress of nations who drafted them. 


There was no direct criticism of the 


members of the senatorial band ot op 
position, but rather an ironically hum- 
orous reference to their vocal abilities 
and lack of comprehension of the task 
that was before them 


His scoring was frequent, but he 


reached his highest point in the ap- 
proval of the thousands of listoneis 
when he asserted that he had no fear 
of the ratification of the treaty, and 
never had experienced anv doubt as to 
the Senate's final action. Near approach 
to first place was found in his impres- 
sive declaration that when the treaty 
was accepted the men of this country 
in khaki never would have to cross the 
seas again.
